JEFFERSON CITY, Apri! 12— 
A Bill to increase the state tax 
on cigarettes from 2 cents to 4 
cents a package was passed by 
the Senate today by a vote of 29 
to 4. It had already been passed 
by the House in slightly different 
form 

This is one of Gov. John. M. 
Dalton’s major tax increase 
measures, and is the third to 
be passed of four he proposed. It 
is expected to raise $22,500,000 
in additional revenue in the next 
two years. 


The bill has to be returned to 
the House for concurrence in a 
Senate amendment. The amend- 
ment defines the proposed total 
tax. of 4 cents a package as a 
tax on consumers—the smokers 
—and thereby makes it deduc- 
tible from federal income taxes. 

The present 2-cent tax on Ciz- 
arettes is regarded as an excise 
tax and it not deductible on fed- 
eral returns. 


Three-Hour Debate. 


The Senate debated the bill for 
more than three hours, and at 
one time decided to delay action 
until next week. In the course 
of the debate there were pro- 
posed amendments to raise the 
total tax to 5.5 cents and 6 cents, 
but these were voted down. 
Their proponents wanted the ad- 
ditional revenue distributed to 
local governments. 


Under the first amendment, 


offered by Senator Sorkis J. | 


Webbe (Dem.) of St. Louis, 1.5 
cents of a total levy of 5.5 cents 


would have gone to cities and | 


towns with population of 400 or 
more, and local taxes on ciga- 
rettes would have been abol- 
_ ished. 

' Webbe said this would have 
cost the city of St. Louis a net 
loss of about $230,000 a year. 
With its cigarette tax of 3 cents 
a package, St. 
about $2,354.600 a year, he said, 
and under his plan would have 
received about $2,131,000 back 
from the state. : 

The Governor’s other major 
tax. measures on which legisla- 
tion has been completed are the 
income tax withholding bill and 
a 50 per cent increase in liquor 
taxes. 

A proposed increase in the 
State gasoline tax from 3 cents 
to 5 cents a gallon was debated 
at length in the House today, 
and votes were taken on a va- 
riety of amendments. 

One amendment designed to 
increase St. Louis county’s share 
of new revenue from the 2-cent 
increase was defeated. It would 
have limited the city share to 
municipalities of at least 1000 
population.. Under the measure 
As written, that part would go 
#6 municipalities of 400 popula- 
tion or more.

ADENAUER TAKS 
WITHIKENNEDY ON

UNITY IN NATO 


Rusk and Von Brentano

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) 
—President Kennedy and West 
Germany's Chancellor Adenauer 
discussed today ways of achiev- 
ing greater unity in the North 
Atlantic alliance. 

The President and Adenauer 
conferred for 90 minutes at the 
White House. At the meeting 
were Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and West Germany’s For- 
eign Minister, Dr. Heinrich von 
Brentano. 

After the session, the first of 
a series of talks, White House 
press secretary Pierre Salinger 
told reporters: 

“The Chancellor and the Presi- 
dent had a personal discussion 
for about an hour and a half's 
duration on the problems of 
NATO and on ways to achieve 
greater unity in NATO. 

‘The talks this morning were 
in general a continuation of dis- 
cussions held between the Chan- 
cellor and Dean Acheson in Ger- 
many.” 

Acheson, who was Secretary of 
State in the Truman Administra- 
tion, is a Kennedy adviser on 
NATO problems. 

Salinger said Mr. Kennedy and 
Adenauer reviewed world prob- 
lems on a generalized basis.

Adenauer arrived here last 
night and promptly declared 
that ‘‘We are prepared to make 
a contribution in keeping with 
our abilities.” 

One problem between the 
United States and West Germany 
for many months has been United 
States urging that West Germany 
bear a greater share of the cost 
of Western expenses for defense 
and for aid to underdeveloped 
countries. 


The Chancellor tlew to Wash- 
ington in a German jet airliner 
and was met by Rusk. 

“It is most opportune that you 
could arrange to consult with us 
at precisely this time,’’ Rusk 
said, ‘“‘when a new American 
administration is shaping the 


'major policy lines which we will 


expect to follow during the 
years ahead.” 

The Chancellor has the reputa- 
tion of always advocating a 
tough policy in dealings with the 
Soviet Union. Reports from Bonn 
have left no doubt that he was 
concerned about the course of 
the new Kennedy administration 
and wanted first-hand informa- 
tion from the President as to his 
‘future policy.

Court as a protest against the

imposed — and persuaded his 
mother to make it. He took it

His signature on his creation led 
police to his door with a claim 
for $137.75.

Use of Illegal Sales 
Methods Charged in 
Getting 84 Pct. of 


Diesel Business. 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (UPI) 
—A federal grand jury in New 
York indicted General Motors 
today on charges of using its 
power as the nation’s largest 
manufacturing co.poration § to 
monopolize the diesel locomotive 
business. 

The indictment was announced 
by the Justice Department here. 
It charged that General Motors 
has used illegal sales methods 
to capture more than 84 per cent 
of the diesel locomotive business 
and squeeze out competittors. 

The New York grand jury has 
been considering Justice Depart- 
ment evidence on General 
Motors activities for about 18 
months. 

The corporation, which had net 
sales of more than twelve billion 
dollars in 1960, was charged with 
violating the Sherman anti-trust 
act in a one-count indictment. 
On conviction, the staute pro- 
vides for fines of up to $50,000 
for each violation. The corpora- 
tion will plead to the charge 
Monday. 

The Justice Department said 
that if the corporation is found 
guilty the way will be cleared 
for damage suits by injured 
parties and a possible additional 
civil suit by the United States 
Government. 

The indictment alleged that 
General Motors forced two loco- 
tive businesses out of the field— 
Fairbanks, Morse & Co. and 
Baldwin - Lima - Hamilton Co. 
during the period from 1946 to 
1960. It said General Motors's 


share of the locomotive business 
increased from 47.1 to 84.1 per 


cent in that time. 

It also charged that General 
Motors has pressured most of 
the nation’s 40 railroads to buy 
its diesel locomotives.

Attempts 
to create element 103 have taken 
almost three years. The final 
six months were devoted to spe- 
cially intensive experimentation. 

The element 103 isotope is the 
first to be discovered solely by 
nuclear methods. No chemical 
techniques were used in its iden- 
tification.

Details of Flight. 


Soviet announcements gave 
these details of Gagarin’s flight: 

The space ship weighed 4725 
kilograms (about five tons), ex- 
clusive of the last stage of the 
carrier rocket. 


After a successful launching 
and escape from the earth’s 
gravitational field, the space 
ship separated from its carrier 
rocket and went into free flight 
around the world. 


Gagarin’s minimum distance 
from the earth (perigee) was 175 
kilometers (110 miles) and the 
maximum (apogee) 302 kilom- 
eters (188 miles). 


The angle of inclination of the 
orbit plane to the equator was 
65 degrees 4 minutes.

The grand jury said G.M.. as 
the largest manufacturing com- 
pany in the United States, ‘‘is 
probably the nation’s largest 
shipper of freight.’’ 

In this connection, the indict- 
megt said G.M. has routed its 
freight shipments to favor pur- 
chasers of its locomotives and 
withheld or reduced patronage 
of lines buying diesels from G.M 
competitors. 

The company was charged 
with sponsoring industrial de- 
velopments to favor its railroad 
customers and financing the sale 
or lease of locomotives on terms 
its competitors could not match 

The indictment also said G.M 
has sold locomotives at a loss 
in segments of the market where 
it ‘had had competition, and 
taken part in drawing <p speci- 
fications fof use in competitive 
bidding which prevented other 
manufacturers from competing. 

The Attorney General said the 
Government ¢harged, as an ex- 
ample of alleged illegal practice, 
that a G.M. official was reported 
to have informed the Gulf, Mo- 
bile & Ohio Railroad in late 1958 
that certain G.M. traffic would 
not be routed over that line be- 
cause other railroads had pur- 
chased more G.M. locomotives 
than Gulf. 

The indictment also alleged 
that in recent years G.M.’s prin- 
cipal competitor in locomotive 
nroduction, Alco Products Inc., 
had a drop in sales from nearly 
40 per cent of the market to 
about 13 per cent.

Matching Grants Are Added 
To House College Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (UPI) 
~—A House Education subcom- 
mittee tentatively added today 
a five-year, $900,000,000 program 
of matching grants to President 
Kennedy's $2,400,000,000 college 
construction aid bill. 

The subcommittee action would 
bar any federal aid for construc- 
tion of classrooms, libraries or 
other facilities used for religious 
instruction, But church-operated 
and private colleges would be 
able to get aid to build facilities 
for non-religious teaching pur- 
poses, 

The matching grants would 
not change the total of the bill 
because other revisions were 
made. 


Subcommittee Chairman, Edith 
Green (Dem.), Oregon, said the 
Administration has approved the 


principle of matching grants in 


addition to the loans Mr. Ken- 
nedy sought. But details of the 
plan have not been indorsed by 
the White House as yet, she 
said. 


The total $300,000,000-a-year 
price tag on college construction 
aid requested by Mr. Kennedy 
would. not be changed by the 
subcommittee. It reduced the 
loans in the bill to $120,000,000 
a year and set up a $180,000,000 
yearly grant system, 

To get a federal construction 
grant, a college would have to 
supply two dollars of its own 
funds for each dollar from the 
Government. 

Mrs. Green said the effect of 
the matching grant program 
would be to pump $540,000,000 a 
year into college classroom con- 
struction. 

The action of the subcommittee 
could be reconsidered before it 
completes work on the entire bill, 
which includes Mr. 
request for 
scholarships for able but needy 
students. 

Another change under consid- 
eration by the subcommittee was 
the addition of a special cate- 
gory to the scholarship section. 
| This would provide 1000 presi-

However, another G.O.P. mem- 
ber of the committee, Senator 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, re- 
marked in the hearing that 
‘“‘when the time comes (for a 
vote), there is not likely to be | 
any opposition from me.” | 

Committee sources told the | 
Post-Dispatch they believe the 
Swidler nomination, and that of 
Howard Morgan of Oregon, also 
nominated by President Ken-

If Swidler is confirmed as a 
member, Mr. Kennedy will still 
face the problem of the FPC 
chairmanship.

Mr. Chairman and Members of the Committee: 

My name is D. G. Spencer. I represent the 
Missouri Oil Council. 

We are wee to be here tonight in support of 
a sound and workable program to meet today’s road, 
street and highway needs today. 

We are happy to support the kind of program 
which has proved to have so much appeal during 
the two years of study and debate. 

g these past two years the people them- 
selves have brought to the Interim Legislative 
Committee the kind of a program which we here 
support. 

In this connection I would like to compliment 
Representatives Owen, Hurt, Skaggs and Hibler for 
their conscientious service over a long period of 
time with the Interim Committee. That Committee 
gave serious and considered attention to all of these 
problems. I would also like to compliment those 
gentlemen who appeared before this Committee last 
week to make a report of the Interim Study Com- 
mittee. I only wish that the statement of Mr. Hibler 
eould have been recorded in order that you would 
be able to re-read it during the executive session 
which you will no doubt have on these proposals. 

We su House Joint Resolution 21 because 
it includes the soundest division of money between 
eities and counties and the overall principles and 
aims of House Joint Resolution 24 since they both 
cover the general recommendations of the Joint 
Legislative Committee. 

House Joint Resolution 21 is a well-considered, 
well-recommended and thoroughly studied proposal 
to finance all of Missouri’s highway, county road and 
elty street needs. 

These Resolutions resemble the other major 
proposal _ have heard in only one respect—they 
ae pe or a 2-cent increase in the state motor 


So far as counties and cities are concerned, the 
big difference between the programs outlined in 
these Resolutions and a straight 2-cent increase for 
the Highway Department now, is the difference 
between a guarantee and a promise. 

These Joint Resolutions guarantee help for the 
eounties and cities. 

We do not ask you to take a promise that the 
eounties might be helped under some sort of an ar- 

ent, We ask you to write the guarantee 
yourselves. We think you ought to see to it that 
the people in your counties and cities are guaranteed 
an equitable amount of money for city streets and 
related purposes and county road purposes. We 
think House Joint Resolution 21 does the more 
equitable job of this. 

These Resolutions also differ from the other 

in these respects: 

(1) We believe the road system belongs to the 

e and the major decisions concerning it should 
reserved to the people. They have spent $2 Bil- 
lion on it. I think members of the Legislature have 
been unfairly criticized for supporting a Constitu- 
tional Amendment to take care of county needs. 
There is no other way to solve the total problem 
and there’s not much advantage in going through all 
the motions and solving only a part of the problem. 

These Resolutions—21 and 24—appeal to the 
people because they serve their best interests and 
the final proposal must receive a majority vote of 
the people. 

(2) These Resolutions consider and provide 
for the needs of the people at the forks of the creek 
and in the congested areas of our cities, towns and 
villages—as well as the needs of those who use the 
connecting links between our big cities and the 
rural communities. 

(3) They eliminate the double tax burden 
imposed upon those who buy our products within 
city limits of cities having local gasoline taxes. They 
eliminate the 9 to 11 per cent city sales tax imposed 
upon our product. 

(4) They give businesses inside city limits the 
same opportunity to expand and grow and add 
employment as the businesses outside the city limits, 

(5) These Resolutions would ease the pressure 
on general revenue funds and relieve the necessity 
for increasing general taxes on the people by $5.3 

a biennium. This is true because these 
proposals will permanently finance the King Road 
needs with user taxes instead of general revenue. 
And there is $5.3 million in the proposed general 
revenue budget for this biennium for King Roads. 

(6) House Joint Resolution 21 will almost 
double the amount of money that the counties have 
been receiving from general revenue funds. This 
money will be deposited in a Special Trust Fund

for the benefit and use of the counties on an equita- 
ble allocation basis and expended in a manner that 
meets the approval and standards of the Highway 
Commission. All of this money will have to be used 
for — construction and maintenance of county 
roads. 

(7) Resolution 21 provides that the income 
from % of one cent of the levy will go to a special 
trust fund and be allocated back to the cities on a 
population basis. Under the provisions of this pro- 
posal every city of over 400 will receive a share of 
this fund. The funds should run in excess of 
$11,750,000 a year. You were given a table the other 
night showing you all the towns in the state, their 
population and the amount of money they will 
receive the first year this proposal is in effect. You 
must realize that the income from gasoline taxes 
has been going up at the rate of more than 2.2 per 
cent per year—and each year this $11,750,000 fund 
should increase by at least 2 cent. We think 
this is the soundest division of money so far pro- 
posed. 

Therefore, the income of the cities, counties and 
the highway department, over a 10-year period, will 
increase by about 25 per cent. Stories have appeared 
in the Kansas City Star and in the St. Joseph News- 
Press g that the income to those cities from 
the local gasoline tax is dropping, notwithstanding 
the fact that Kansas City has had a continuing in- 
crease in area and population for the past several 
years—with each annexation taking in more and 
more service stations. 

They are not able to maintain their income 
despite annexations and a continuing statewide 
growth in motor fuel consumption because of these 
local gasoline taxes. If this trend continues and 
Kansas City is unable to continue to expand its city 
limits—they are already in Clay County—their in- 
come will steadily decrease. Under either of these 
Resolutions, Kansas City would not have these 
problems. People would buy their gasoline at home. 

These proposals will do away with the city 
collection departments of more than 100 cities in the 
state, thereby saving city expense in the collection 
of city gasoline taxes, in policing an unsound levy. 
I was informed by the Comptroller's office in Kansas 
City that this cost to them is running about $25,000 
a year. These funds would be received by the cities 
each month in the form of a check from the State 
Comptroller. The state would not be out much 
additional cost in the collection of these funds. The 
money saved by the cities in their expenditure for 
collection of city gasoline taxes could be used to 
build and maintain their streets and to pay for their 
traffic control. 

City gasoline taxes have built many barriers to 
commerce in every city levying such a tax. They 
consistently pull all kinds of business out of our 
central cities to low city tax suburban areas. Many 
cities have had local gasoline taxes and later re- 
pealed them because the result was a drastic 
adversity to business. 

As an illustration of what city gasoline taxes 
do, I would like to review uted testimony 
which was presented to members of the Interim 
Study Committee. In 1959, Kansas City, Missouri, 
which has a 2-cent a — city gasoline tax, had a 
consumption of 19 gallons per capita per month. 

Independence, with a l-cent levy, had a per 
capita consumption of 47 gallons. 

Raytown, right next to Kansas City and Inde- 
pendence, had a 44-cent city gasoline tax and a per 
capita consumption of 82 gallons a month. 

Riverside, with a .15 of a cent a gallon tax, had 
a per capita consumption of 401 gallons. 

In 1960 these figures had changed and Kansas 
City had dropped from 19 gallons to 18 gallons a 
month per capita; Independence dropped from 35 to 
24 gallons per capita; Raytown dropped from 82 to 68 
gallons per capita and Riverside had jumped from 
401 to 525 gallons per capita. 

These figures demonstrate what a 9 per cent 
retail sales tax on gasoline will do to the business 
life of the city or community. You can readily see 
what a further 9 per cent sales tax increase would 
do to the business establishments in Kansas City. 

It would drive many thousands of dollars of tax 
money into the State of Kansas, which has the same 
tax rate as Kansas City, Mo., has today—and the 
Governor of that state has publicly announced that 
- does not want to increase the tax on gasoline 

ere. 

In this connection, Mr. Creel, a representative 
of the Comptroller's office in Kansas City, testified 
before you the other night that with the adoption 
of House Bill 313, raising the gasoline tax above

undeniable proof of this statement is in the testimony of D. G. Spencer, executive director of the Missouri 
Oil Council, before the Ways and Means Committee of the State Legislature on March 14, 1961. Mr. 
Spencer testified as the official spokesman for the oil companies of this state, and the position he stated 
is unanimously supported by the oil companies and oil people of Missouri. The proof is here in the 
COMPLETE TEXT of his testimony, which Is a matter of public record: 


that in the State of Kansas, Kansas City, Missouri 
would lose business and gallonage—and every gallon 
that would be gained in Kansas would mean a 2c 
loss of income for Kansas City and a 3c loss to the 
State of Missouri. 

Testimony was given last session by a Repre- 
sentative to the effect that when they increased 
their city cigarette tax above that of Kansas, they 
lost so many cigarette sales that the City Council 
had to reduce it. This same experience can be 
expected in gasoline tax revenue if House Bill 313 
is adopted. 

The only way to preserve business in Missouri, 
protect the Missouri businessmen and their em- 
pag is through the principles expressed in 

ouse Joint Resolutions No. 21 and 24, and that is 
to have an equalized tax all over the state. 


Kansas City revenue, from its ent 2c a gal- 
lon gasoline tax, is currently swing a drop 
percentage-wise. As long as this city tax levy is in 
existence, this trend is certain to continue as the 
statistics, which I mentioned a moment ago, show. 


House Joint Resolution 21 will correct this 
problem. It will protect Kansas City merchants who 
are not only in the oil business, but in the general 
merchandising business. 


Let us suppose a 2c increase in the gasoline tax 
is enacted and the city tax is not eliminated—the 
rate is immediately 2c a gallon higher than in 
Kansas City, Kansas, or anywhere else in Kansas. 
None of our border states permit city gasoline taxes. 


House Joint Resolution 21 would also protect 
the property values in Kansas City and every other 
city. During one of the recent annexations they 
took in a large number of filling stations that had 
high gallonage because of a low city tax rate. These 
atric» provided employment for several families 

ut over night they became worthless. The same 
thing would be true if House Bill 313 were adopted. 
Many properties in Kansas City, on which there are 
high ad valorem taxes now being paid and which 
provide employment for many families, would be- 
come worthless. These people would be thrown out 
of work. Under this proposal, Kansas City would 
be assured of close to $2 million a year and they 
would continue to share in the increased consump- 
tion from year to year, always receiving more money 
each year than they received the year before. 


These Resolutions will also protect cities like 
Kansas City, because, as big thoroughfares are con- 
structed people will cease to buy gasoline in these 
metropolitan areas. The pattern of gasoline pur- 
chases will change materially and the gallons that 
are not producing a city revenue will continue to 
increase. As the Mayor of a St. Louis County suburb 
told me the other day, since the opening of one of 
the new state highway thoroughfares, the gallonage 
in his town has dropped materially, reflecting a 
severe loss to his city’s revenue. I can anticipate 
a great increase in these losses. 


Within the next three years this condition will 
be very noticeable, not only in Kansas City but 
especially in St. Louis. Car users, by the use of 
these new thoroughfares, will pass right on through 
the City of St. Louis because of their high tax rate 
and fill their tanks in “non-tax” areas. This is also 
true due to the fact of the limits of access for these 
facilities. I can anticipate that St. Louis will ex- 

rience a 20% drop in their gasoline tax income 
below today’s level. 


(8) These Resolutions provide generously for 
the State Highway Department. The best way to 
demonstrate that is to show you the chart on Page 
106 of the University of Missouri’s, “Financing Mis- 
souri Road Needs” study—and, incidentally, that 
organization was retained by the Highway Com- 
mission to prepare this Treatise. \ 

This report shows that the total expenditures 
for construction and maintenance 10 years ago was 
approximately $37 million. One year ago, the total 
was approximately $154 million. That is almost a 
415 per cent increase in the past nine years. 

This exhibit, which I have taken from that 
report, shows how fast maintenance and construc- 
tion have gone up during the last few years. If there 
is any weakness in these proposals, it is that the 
Highway Department is being treated too gener- 
ously. So ra, in fact, that it may induce 
unreasonable requests for salary increases and un- 
necessarily expensive rights of way and construction 
costs. It may tempt other Boards, Bureaus and 
Departments to attempt raids on the Highway Funds 
or the general funds to produce like conditions in 
their own departments.

I suggest that each member of this Committee 
and every member of the Legislature examine the 
22nd Biennial report of the State Highway Depart- 
ment, which has just been released. A copy has 
been sent to each of you. Examine the figures in 
the back of the book, which gives a detailed sum- 
mary of disbursements from 1950 to 1960; note the 
terrific increase in the expenditure of the taxpayers’ 
money for administration and fringe benefit pro- 
grams. Whenever you give any Department of 
Government too much money, they spend it reck- 
lessly for things other than what the public is led to 
believe they are raising taxes for. Already, a xi- 
mately one-third of all money appropriated by this 
Legislature goes to highways. 

Now let’s take a look at a projection of income 
for the Highway Department without any increase 
. “The fi hich I h ted to th 

e figures w ave presen e 
Legislature throughout the years have always stood 
the careful scutiny of all of those groups who op- 
posed our position. For your benefit now and when 
you go into executive session or into your offices 
to weigh this important problem of the taxpayers of 
this state, I give you these tables. 

They reflect that for the next five years the 
total federal aid that Missvuri will receive is 
$431,675,000. The matching requirements of Missouri 
for this amount of federal aid is $152,454,000. This 
gives Missouri a federal-aid road construction pro- 
gram of $584,129,000. Missouri will have $236,873,- 
000 for the matching of federal aid and for construc- 
tion costs on projects paid 100% by the state. 

So, you can readily see that under the present 
revenues the state will have $84 million more than 
is necessary for the matching of all the federal aid 
that will be made available. Over and above this 
$668 million road construction program, the tax- 
payers of this state will provide another $157 million 
for maintenance; $27 million for the Highway Patrol; 
$26 million for administration of the Highway De- 
partment. 

Now, under either of these two Resolutions, an 
additional $80 million will be provided for a bigger 
construction program. 

The opponents of these Resolutions will tell you 
that they will not pass; that the people won't vote it. 

On the other hand, they ask the Legislature to 
vote a straight 2-cent increase for the Highway 
Department. And then, when the session is over, 
you go home alone. 

I say to you that the people will approve a 
Resolution like 21 or 24. 

It will pass because it materially improves the 
position of every county and of virtually every city. 

It will pass because it is the program the people 
themselves have brought to the Legislative Com- 
mittee. 

As a matter of fact, the people of this state have 
testified repeatedly that they are for just one kind 
of a gasoline tax increase. As Representatives Hibler 
and Owen told you the other night, and as any 
member of the Joint Committee knows, the people 
said they would support a gasoline tax increase 
provided a part of that increase is shared with 
counties and cities and city taxes are eliminated. 

We attended the hearings ourselves and we 
represent our customers just like you represent your 
constituents. So, we are here in their behalf. We 
support this program for the very same reason the 
Interim Committee recommended it. It is sound 
and workable and it has the support of the public 
at large. 

You are asked to ignore what the people have 
said. You are asked to subdue your own 
judgment. 

The truth is that the people will vote against 
any straight 2-cent increase for the Highway De- 
partment because it does not take care of their needs 
at home. They would get nothing for their money. 

I repeat, the difference between the programs 
outlined in these Resolutions and the other increase 
plan is just the difference between a guarantee and 
a promise—so far as the counties and cities are 
concerned. 

Gentlemen, this program is sound. It is fair. 
It will work. 

It stops diversion—it provides for all Missouri 
seckdente.

The oil industry is completely unified on this 
matter and we are ready to give fullest support 
towards adoption of either these Resolutions 
which you gentlemen may see fit to support.

He said then he 
wanted an investigation of fac- 
ulty members who reportedly as- 
sisted Linus Pauling, Nobel 
prize-winning California chemist, 
in preparing and circulating a 
petition calling for an immediate 
bar on nuclear weapons testing. 

The Rev. Mr, Beeny, who is 
attending meetings of several 
anti-Communist groups here, 
said he conferred yesterday and 
today with representatives of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (UPI). 
UNITED STATES OFFICIALS have been resigned for more 
than two years to the probability that Russia would be the 
fifst nation to put a man in orbit. 
The announcement that the Soviet Union has achieved this 
goal surprised them only to the extent that the Russians were 


not able to do it sooner. 

American space officials had 
expected that Russia would get 
a Man in space last year. They 
long have credited the Russians 
with the skills and necessary 
rocket power and believe the 
Russians have been working to- 
ward that end at least since 
1955. 

The United States does not ex- 
pect to put one of its Mercury 
astronauts in orbit before late 
this. year or early in 1962. 

First, this country must com- 
plats a series of preliminary 
« -. These will include a 
brief. rocket hop down the At- 
lafiti€ missile range by an astro- 
naut ome time this month or 
next and the launching of a 
chimpanzee into orbit later this 
year. 


THE UNITED STATES, how- 
ever regretful that the first man 
in orbit was a Russian, will go 
ahead with its Mercury pro- 
gram. Officials consider it the 
vital step toward attempts to 
send men to the moon or planets. 

When the Mercury project be- 
came an official program of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 27 months ago, 
officials warned that Russia 
probably would get a man up 
first. 

They were convinced of this 
probability on Nov. 3, 1957, when 
the Russians put the dog Laika 
in orbit aboard Sputnik Il. Laika 
was sent up to test the effects 
of weightlessness and other novel 
space conditions. 

Dr. Hugh L. Dryden, NASA's 
deputy director, says the Rus- 
gians have been performing all 
of their space spectaculars with 
a basic rocket booster generat- 
ing about 800,000 pounds of 
thrust. 

Using it, they have put into 
orbit spacecraft weighing more 
than seven tons. This country 
will not be able to match that 
performance until 1964 when the 


Saturn rocket will become opera-) 


tional. 
The Saturn booster will have 
1,500,000 pounds of thrust. 


THE FIRST MERCURY astro- 
naut will be put in orbit by an 
Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missile developing only 360,000 
pounds of thrust, less than half 
the power of today’s Russian 
boosters. 

The Russians have a big edge 
@n rocket power because they 
started developing big boosters 
in 1946. The Unitel States started 
work on the Atlas, its best. to 
date, in 1954. 

Both countries were interested 
at the outset only in the military 
use of big rockets. This country 
waited until it had perfected a 
comparatively lightweight and 
compact hydrogen warhead for 
missiles. 

Russia went to work at the 
outset to make a rocket big 
enough to carry the heavy and 
relatively primitive nuclear war- 
heads of the early days. 

When the space age arrived, 
they had more compact war- 
heads. But they had also a 
tremendous amount of excess 
rocket power they could use to 
launch heavy spacecraft. 

The Soviets signaled their in- 
tention of putting a man in orbit 
with their 5-ton Spaceship I, 
launched last May 15. Something 
went wrong with its rocket 
brakes. Instead of coming down, 
it shot farther out into orbit. 


SPACESHIP I still is circling 
the earth. The Russians said no 
living creatures were aboard. If 
any were, they long since would 
have died for lack of oxygen. 

On Aug.

It came down as planned 
on radio signal from the ground 
after more than 18 circuits of 
the earth.

DISAPPOINTMENT 
FOR AMERICANS

CAPE CANAVERAL, April 12 
(UPI)—The nation’s $500,000,000 
Project Mercury has met the 
fate that had been predicted for 
months—a second place finish to 
Russia in the astronaut sweep- 
stakes. 


It was a_ well-telegraphed 
punch, but as far as missilemen 
of the United States were con- 
cerned, it hurt just as badly. 
The United States is still in the 
manned space flight business, 
but a little something has been 
taken away. 

From one aspect, the historic 
flight by Soviet Pilot Yuri A 
Gagarin beat America by pos 
sibly less than one month, a far 
narrower margin than had been 
generally expected. 

The United States rocket and 
One-ton capsule expected to 
carry this country’s first astro- 
naut into space already stand 
on a launching pad here. ready 
for a firing late this month or 
in early May. 


THE FIRST United States 
astronaut will make a flight of 
only about 115 miles into space 
and about 200 miles over the 
Atlantic ocean aboard a modi- 
fied Redstone rocket. He will not 
reach an earth orbit as Gagarin 
did, America’s first manned 
orbital flight, similar to the one 
Gargarin made and _ survived, 
may be as much as a year away. 


That part of the Mercury pro- 
gram is still in the early stages 
of development, and many tests 
are yet to come. 


Russia's skipping of the ‘‘sub- 
orbital’’ shot is a reflection on 
the different approaches the two 
nations have taken to manned 
space flight, differences gener- 
ally based on Russian superior- 
ity in rocket power and its com- 
paratively early start. 

The rocket Gagarin rode prob- 
ably developed more than 800,000 
pounds of thrust. The Redstone 
has a rating of only 78,000 
pounds, and even the Atlas, the 
modified 1.C.B.M. slated for 
United States orbital shots, zen- 
erates only 360,000 pounds of 
thrust. 


The Russian spaceman made 
his journey in a five-ton space 
cabin, near luxury when com- 
pared with the coffin type con- 
fines of the one-ton capsule 
American astronauts will ride. 


IT WAS THE BEST the United 
States could do with available 
rocket power. But for a brief 
few weeks, when  announce- 
ments of the Russian manned 
flight failed time after time to 
come when expected, it seemed 
it might be enough. 


Rocketmen worked overtime 
on an around-the-clock schedule 
to ready the Redstone and its 
capsule. Astronauts John H. 
Glenn, Alan B. Shepard and Vir- 
gil I. Grissom embarked on rig- 
orous final preparations for the 
flight. Scientists at Wallops 
Island, Va., prepared.-to make 
the last test of the capsule’s 
vital escape system, 

The space agency clamped 
secrecy on any official mention 
of a prospective launching date. 
Numerous estimates were avail- 
able, however, and they all fell 
in a small period—April 28 to 
May 16. 

Disappointment was not con- 
cealed. One rocketeer com- 
mented: ‘It makes me sick.” 
Others calmly heard the news, 
asked questions about the exact 
orbit, issued words of praise and 
asked about ‘‘all the rumors.” 

The Mercury program, despite 
it all. is still a going concern. 
If all goes well, the United 


States should send several astro-| 


nauts on sub-orbital rides this 
year and more into ‘orbit after 
that. 

But. the first chapter in space- 
age history books will belong to 
the Russians.

Welch's Right to Speak 


Amid all the cries for investiga- 
tion by congressional committees of 
the John Birch Society, no one 
seems concerned about the civil 
liberties of Mr. Welch and his as- 
sociates. It would seem to me that 
Congressman Walters’s statement 
that complainants have their civil 
remedies was well taken. It is only 
too bad he hasn't taken the same 
gensible position consistently. 


If our American freedoms are to 
prevail, the holding, expressing or 
advocating of any opinion must be 
tolerated, however loathsome. or 
ridiculous that opinion may be. 

If libel laws are violated, the 
courts are still open. We have ap- 
propriate agencies to enforce laws 
against treason, espionage and se- 
dition. It is never the business of 
a legislative committee to investi- 
gate and intimidate people for hold- 
ing, expressing, advocating, or -(in 
the opinion of the writer) even con- 
spiring to advocate opinions. 

It is my understanding that in 
the anti-Communist hysteria follow- 
ing World War I one of the glories 
of the American bar was that con- 
servative lawyers spoke up against 
inquisitorial activities. To our 
shame this has rarely been the case 
in the McCarthy and neo-McCarthy 
periods. 

It is to be hoped that American 
liberals, particularly lawyers, who 
should above all understand the 
importance of civil liberties, will 
not also be found wanting. 

Mr. Welch's opinions may be 
loathsome and even ridiculous, but 
if freedom survives he must not be 
intimidated by the power of govern- 
ment for holding them.

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The NATO Tangle 


As last week in Washington was Mr. Macmil- 
lan’s, this week is Chancellor Adenauer’s. The 
two visits together, along with President Ken- 
nedy’s forthcoming journey to Paris, mark 
out the boundaries of one of,the most com- 
plex and difficult problems to face the new 
President. That problem is how to strengthen 
the Western alliance as both a military and 
a politico-economic coalition, while at the 
same time avoiding or at least postponing 
steps which might obstruct his effort to reach 
an understanding with the Soviet Union, espe- 
cially on disarmament. 


The crux of the matter is whether Mr. Ken- 
nedy should proceed to carry out the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s decision to arm NATO 
with a strategic nuclear deterrent of its own, 
in the form of Polaris submarines operating 
under joint command. In our opinion the 
President is entitled to strong support in his 
evident determination to make haste slowly 
on this score. 


In addressing the NATO military commit- 
tee this week, he emphasized the need to build 
up NATO’s capacity to meet a conventionally 
armed attack with conventional means of de- 
fense. He said NATO must also continue to 
have a nuclear deterrent, as it already has, 
in the form of American nuclear capacity: 
but his only reference to the French and 
German pressure for putting strategic nuclear 
weapons under joint command was the state- 
ment that we will “‘consult closely with our 
allies on the precise forms which this nuclear 
deterrent should take in future years.”’ 


Thus Mr. Kennedy appears to be sparring 
for time before he takes such a portentous 
step as arming NATO with strategic nuclear 
weapons. It would be a portentous step for 
many reasons—because it might well lead to 
comparable action by the Soviets in Eastern 
Europe, or worse yet to the sharing of Rus- 
sian nuclear capacity with Red China; because 
it would encourage the spread of nuclear 
weapons to still other nations; because it 
might fatally interfere with the nuclear test 


. talks in Geneva and the disarmament talks 


scheduled to begin in August. 


As things now look in Laos and Geneva, the 
prospects for success in arms control negotia- 
tion this year are discouraging. But it would 
be a mistake to stop short of a strong and 
positive effort on our part to negotiate. 


Arms talks ought to take priority over every- 
thing else. If they fail at last, then that would 
be the time to review our position and per- 
haps fashion new policies to meet the situa- 
tion then existing. But for the present no step 
should be taken by the West which would 
erect barriers to agreement. If the Russians 
choose to put up barriers, that will be their 
responsibility.

It is not as if the security of either Europe 
or North America would be endangered by a 
policy of wait-and-see before transferring 
strategic powerto NATO. Our commitment 
to the defense of Europe remains just as deep 
as it always has been. It would and could be 
honored just as it would have been at any 
time up to now. But there is no good reason 
why NATO’s strategic deterrent cannot re- 
main largely in American. hands for a few 
more months during which the prospects for 
disarmament can be clarified. Meanwhile 
the President would be able to point out to 
the Russians what is quite true, that if they 
blow up the arms talks we shall probably be 
unable to avoid some steps to strengthen 
NATO’s strategic capacity, if only to prevent 
the French, the Germans and the British from 
taking unwise steps of their own on a strictly 
national basis. 


With political and economic divisions strain- 
ing the alliance, with De Gaulle driving wedges 
in the name of French pride, with Adenauer 
pressing for Dulles-like postures that will 
strengthen his own domestic position, Mr. 
Kennedy faces in the NATO problem one of 
the most complex tangles before him. But 
the stakes are high and he is entitled to public 
support in his effort to pick his way through 
the maze to peace, 


The Cows Don’t Win 


St. Louisans should not be overly excited 
by tentative Missouri House approval of a 
bill to outlaw daylight time. Attempts to set 
urban clocks are an inexpensive way for legis- 
lators to curry favor with farm constituents. 
The sponsor, Representative Jennie Chinn of 
Shelby county, argues that “it’s hard to get 
the cows to -work earlier.” This is not the 
first time that the rural-dominated House has 
raised the unflattering issue of people versus 
cows. So far, the cows have never won. The 
State Senate is more representative than the 
House, and the Senators are much more like- 
ly to see daylight, which suggests that the 
Chinn bill probably will not. 


Waters of the Nile 


Congress should not hesitate to approve 
President Kennedy’s request for authority to 
contribute $10,000,000 toward preserving an- 
cient temples and monuments on the Upper 
Nile. The United Arab Republic and the 
Sudan have offered to cede to assisting coun- 
tries part of the finds made in new excava- 
tions to be included in the program. The 
United States already has the money in 
Egyptian pounds accumulated as a result of 
foreign aid. 

Such a contribution would, in a small way, 
undo some of the mischief resulting from 
United States failure to help Egypt construct 
the Aswan high dam. The antiquities will be 
inundated on completion of the dam, which 
is being financed by the Soviet Union. It is 
possible the archeological finds will be of 
great value. 


Mr. Kennedy suggested that the United 
States alone finance the estimated $6,000,000 
cost of preserving a group of temples on the 


island of Philae between the old and new As- . 


wan dams, and that it participate to the ex- 
tent of $4,000,000 in international projects 
to preserve other antiquities. 
The President made no recommendation 
on the proposal to sperd sixty to eighty mil- 
lions to save Abu Simbel, the most majestic 
of all. ‘This includes four 67-foot figures of 
Ramses II carved from the river bluffs. There 
are serious engineering problems connected 
with the two plans for preserving Abu Simbel 
—building a protective coffer dam and lifting 
a section of cliff 200 feet to the new level of 
the Nile. 
Also, these figures of Ramses have looked 
out over the river for more than 3000 years. 


Should they he walled-in, or placed in a new 
spot, some of their value would be lost. | It 
might be as well to let them sink beneath 
the waters of a new monument that will bene- 
fit the Egyptian people as the Pharaohs never 
dreamed. 


In Fear of a Lobby 


Representative Blackwell's bill to restore 
the original-cost basis of utility rate making 
in Missouri was quietly buried the other day 
by the House Judiciary Committee. The result 
is not exactly a surprise, but it is a scandal 
nevertheless. The Committee held only the 
most perfunctory of hearings and gave the 
measure no more’ than cursory study. Tne 
truth is, that very few members of the Legis- 
lature want to wrestle with the utilities lobby. 
They are afraid of it. 


Former State Senator Kelso Journey of 
Clinton came up against the lobby in the 1959 
legislature. He sponsored and diligently ad- 
vocated a bill in that session to restore orig- 
inal cost as the basis of rate making, and he 
was defeated for renomination last year. No 
doubt other legislators have drawn the per- 
fectly understandable conclusion that if the 
utilities can dispose of Senator Journey they 
might also dispose of anybody else who dared 
to fight for the bill. 


Not even Gov. Dalton, it appears, is willing 
to challenge the utilities. If he would stand 
up and say that utility regulation in Missouri 
ought to rest on original cost, as the United 
States Supreme Court has ruled, he might 
give some of the legislators strength. Cer- 
tainly he would be serving the best interest 
of the general public, which is entitled to 
utility rates that provide a fair return on 
capital actually invested, not on imaginary 
or hypothetical investment. But Gov. Dalton 
is as silent as the House Judiciary Committee 
was when it killed the Blackwell bill in secret 
without revealing the vote.

Victory in South Viet Nam 

President Ngo Dinh Diem of South Viet 
Nam won a resounding vote of confidence in 
Sunday’s election, despite efforts of Commu- 
nist guerrillas and saboteurs to bring about 
his downfall. The Western-backed President 
polled more than 80 per cent of the vote cast 
—90 per cent in the Mekong river delta 
where Communist terrorism was most wide- 
spread. This is a welcome outcome, but it 
does not foreshadow a letup in Red attempts 
to overthrow the government. The Commu- 
nist underground has been active in South 
Viet Nam since the partition of the country 
seven years ago. The battle will go on, but 
the election victory can be counted a round 
for the West. 


To Help County Schools 


St. Louis county’s delegation to the Mis- 
souri House has done its part to promote 
equal educational opportunities for the coun- 
ty’s 100,000 school-age youngsters, and is to 
be commended. Following the county delega- 
tion’s leadership, the House has approved 
both the Aschemeyer constitutional amend- 
ment for a county-wide basic school tax, and 
a companion bill spelling out how its referen- 
dum provisions would apply. 


The measures now go to the Senate where 
their fate will be determined in large meas- 
ure by the energy shown in their behalf by 
the county’s. three Democratic Senators, John 
J. Johnson, Maurice Schechter and Raymond 
Hopfinger. We hope the proposals will be 
speedily adopted in the Senate. The people 
of the whole state then will have to give their 
consent to the constitutional amendment. If 


it is approved, then the people of St. Louis - 


county will be permitted to vote on the plan. 
So it still has a long way to go. 

The county-wide school tax would make 
possible a relatively high standard of public 
education for all children in the county, not 
just some of them as at present. More impor- 
tant, it would permit all children to share 
in the benefits of the county’s future economic 
growth, not just some of them as at present. 
Let us hope that Senators Johnson, Schechter 
and Hopfinger give the legislation the intelli- 
gent leadership it so clearly deserves:

There never was a time when the 
two words, competition and enterprise, 
had more meaning than today, Today 
we find that an aggressive spirit of 
enterprise is sweeping the free world 
and competition of all sorts is mount- 
ing. We now face also a kind of all- 
out hostile economic competition of 
global proportions—the economic chal- 
lenge of world Communism. 

Foreign industries, many of them 
rebuilt with the aid of Marshall Plan 

dollars and with 
the help of Ameri-

how, have achieved 
of standards of effi- 
ciency and econo- 
mies of scale that, 
combined with 
lower wage scales, 
enable them now to challenge Ameri- 
can industry in both our foreign and 
home markets. If the relative cost 
trends of the 1950s persist, such com- 
petition will continue to increase. 

In terms both of world and United 
States domestic interests, there is a 
right way and a wrong way to go 
about meeting such competition. In a 
broader sense, however, there is only 
one workable way for us to meet the 
challenge of friendly competition. That 
is to be more competitive. We must 
trade more, not less; exchange more, 
not less, of goods, capital and tech- 
nology. 

We are now in an embarrassing di- 
lemma in our international balance of 
payments. Meeting that problem is 
partly a matter of government policy; 
but it is equally a matter of increasing 
our export surplus. In order to do 
that, we must be more efficient and 
more competitive. If we do become 
more competitive, we not only help to 
solve our payments problem; we si- 
multaneously reduce our wtnemploy- 
ment, raise our living standards and 
move toward the economic. break- 
through that we would all like to see.

Trade Is Not a One Way Deal 


ed. Of the goods we imported, a large 
part consisted of bulk raw materials 
and commodities not produced in the 
United States—coffee, tea, spices, nat- 
ural rubber and various scarce metals, 
for example. Thus our foreign trade 
creates added work opportunities for 
tens of thousands of Americans. In- 
deed, there are more Americans em- 
ployed in producing goods for export 
than in any single industry in the 
United States—my own industry in- 
cluded. 

Despite this export surplus, we had 
a balance of payments deficit in 1960 
because the surplus was not sufficient 
to compensate for all our foreign mili- 
tary and economic aid outlays, plus a 
substantial flow of short-term funds 
seeking higher interest rates abroad. 

If we tried to cut down the compe- 
tition that comes in, we would inevi- 
tably lose our export markets as others 
retaliated. American industry, labor 
and agriculture would have far more 
to lose than they might hope to gain 
by briefly stifling competition. We 
would lose the all-important discipline 
that foreign competition imposes on 
our domestic costs and prices — and 
which is first-rate anti-inflationary 
medicine. 

My own industry has largely held 
the price line on automobiles for the 
past two years despite rising costs of

labor, materials and purchased parte. 
Foreign competition without question 
supplied a strong stimulus to change 
our products and improve our manu- 
facturing efficiency. This has been 
true, also, of many other commodities 

In the world’s history there is much 
more precedent for protectionism than 
for free competition. All countries 
have industries they traditionally pro- 
tect. I believe we can and should seek 
constructive means to ease the prob- 
lems of producers who are put at an 
unfair disadvantage with low-labor- 
cost foreign producers as a result of 
our trade policy. 

It should be clear, however, that the 
best answer to our international pay- 
ments problem is to export more: 

This means breaking down a series 
of barriers to progress, most of then? 
being barriers of psychology or tra- 
dition. It means being more self: 
disciplined than our foreign competis 
tors. It means greater determination 
by both management and labor to 
attack production costs, eliminate 
feather-bedding and other work-spread- 
ing devices that now impede our effi- 
ciency and our ability to compete. 

It means cutting fat and waste out 
of our management structures, pro- 
grams and practices. It means labor 
unions not seeking wage or benefit 
levels that are inflationary and impair 
our nation’s ability to compete. This 
—and not flooding the market with 
artificially inflated wages—is the way 
to get more real purchasing power. 

It means government pursuing sound 
fiscal and tax policies that encourage 
investment in new and improved plant 
and facilities at a faster rate than in 
the past. 

It means intensified research and 
management effort to develop and 
bring to market significantly new, dif- 
ferent and desirable products. Ameri- 
can industry is not doing this fast and 
hard enough to stimulate the kind of 
increased consumption we seek. 

These are all necessary and desira- 
ble prerequisites to a new economic 
breakthrough. They are also the best 
medicine I can think of for the stub- 
born problem of unemployment that 
worries us all today.

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CITES STATE TURNING 
POINT IN CIVIL WAR 


Van Ravenswaavy Recalls at 
Electrical Session 18641 
Clash in St. Louis. 


The tragic shooting at 
Jackson an May 11, 1861, 
turning point for St. Louis and 
Missouri in the Civil War, 
Charlies van Ravenswaay, direc 
tor of the Missouri Historical 
Society, said yesterday 


In a talk at a luncheon meet 
ing of the St. Louis Electrical 
Board of Trade at the Statler 
Hikton Hotel, he said the park's 
capture by federal troops made it 
impossible for the state to re- 
main neutral any longer in the 
war, 

The influence exerted by a 
small but violent group of Union 
sympathizers outweighed the sen- 
timent held by the vast majority 
of Missourians, that of neutrel- 
ity and conservatism, he said. 

State militiamen of the St 
Louis district were assembled for 
their annual encampment at 
Camp Jackson, a military train 
ing camp itn Lindell Grove (an 
area. presentiy south of Olive 
street and east of Grand boule. 
vard) under the command of 
Gen, Daniel M. Frost 


Federal troops under the com 
mand of Gen. Nathaniel Lyon 
surrounded the camp and de- 
manded unconditional surrender, 

a demand complied with by Gen 
Frost. As the militia marched 
through the lines of federal 
troops, a group of civilians began 
taunting and throwing rocks at 
the federal troops. 

The Union soldiers fired on the 
crowd, killing several persons 
and injuring about 40, van Ra- 
venswaay said. The shooting 
heightenend the terror and fears 
of the general populace, he said 
The incident was subsequently 
used by the small group of pro 
Union people to control the cits 
and state.

SOCIAL SECURITY REPORTS 
ON EARNINGS DUE THIS WEEK 


Social Security _ beneficiaries 
earning more than $1200 in 1960 
must file reports on such earn- 
ings by Saturday, unless they 
were 72 years old or older 
throughout 1960, it was an- 
nounced today. 

T. L. Gaukel, manager of the 
Social Security office, said a 
beneficiary's report is a means 
to insure that all his benefits 
due for 1960 are paid. A payment 
can be made for any month in 
which the beneficiary earned 
less than $100 in wages or was 
not self-employed, he said. 

Beneficiaries expecting earned 
income in 1961 are asked to esti- 
mate such earnings in the re- 
ports due Saturday. The Social 
Security Administration can de- 
termine the number of benefit 
checks payable on the basis of 
the estimate. The request is 
prompted by changes in social 
security legislation in 1960. 


MACMILLAN IN CONFERENCE 
WITH CANADIAN CABINET 


OTTAWA, April 12 (AP) — 
Economic affairs, including the 
idea of a new international cred- 
it organization, were discussed 
by British Prime Minister Mac- | 
millan yesterday in a half-hour 
meeting with the Canadian cabi- 
net. 

Prime Minister Deffenbaker, 
speaking to reporters after the 
closed meeting in the cabinet 
chamber, said the British leader 
gave ‘“‘a general review of the 
economic situation.” 

He said Macmillan spoke of 
“the need of preserving and 
strengthening the economies of 
the free world’ and dealt also 
with monetary and credit mat- 
ters and ‘‘the establishment of 
some international credit organi- 
zation.”’

If the Cardinals follow that 
first opening-game victory 
since 1957 with a season com- 
parable to four years ago, the 
race will be as thrilling as the 
Redbirds’ 2-1 triumph yester- 
day at Milwaukee. 

After their 13-4 rout of Cin- 
cinnati at Crosley Field in °57, 
the Cards went on to lead the 
National League much of the 
season and, following a nine- 
game losing streak in August, 
to finish a solid second with 
87 victories. 

The 10-inning decision over 
nemesis WARREN SPAHN and 
the Braves represented enjoy- 
able revenge for the Cardinals’ 
first trip to Milwaukee. The 
day the Wisconsin suds-and- 
schmierkase center dedicated 
County Stadium in 1953, Spahn 
and Company nipped the Red- 
birds, 3-2, also in 10 innings. 

That one belonged to the 
hawk-nosed lefthander and to 
a lean rookie center fielder, 
BILL BRUTON, who belted an 
eighth-inning triple, to set up 
one run off GERRY STALEY. 
And then, after the Cards had 
tied with two out in the ninth 
on a pinch double by PEA- 
NUTS LOWREY, Bruton won 
for the home team with a 
homer in the tenth, 

That home run, the first 
ever hit at County Stadium, 
was the only one the swift 
center fielder hit in 151 
games his rookie season. Bru- 
ton is with Detroit now, but 
four other Braves DEL 
CRANDALL, JOE ADCOCK, 
ED MATHEWS and Spahn— 
were in the opening lineup the 
day Milwaukee returned to the 
majors and again yesterday. 
The sole St. Louis player in the 
Starting lineups eight years 
apart, was, of course, STAN 
MUSIAL, 

Victory over Spahn, always 
difficult to achieve, was par- 
ticualarly noteworthy because 
the 40-yearold craftsman 
hadn't lost an opener at Mil- 
waukee in seven previous first- 
game assignments there. 

For the Cardinals, tradition- 
aliy worst in the league on 
opening day, this truly was an 
opener to remember and—who 
knows?—maybe a good sign.

Talkative Squirrels 


“Cherk-cherk-cherk,’’ = chat 
tered the gray squirrel. That 
meant, ‘“‘Hide out, danger is 
near.” A squirrel will repeat 
this call rap- 
idiy and wave 
its tail at the 
game time 
when any out 
o fthe-ordinary 
happening oc- 
curs. There are 
many other 
tones of com- 
munication 
used by the 
squirrel, such 
throaty grunts 
and purrs or chattering of the 
teeth when another squirrel in 
vades its domain. There also 
is a gutteral call of content 
ment usually given by both 
sexes to reassure each other 
that all is well. 

Many hunters fai! to recog 
nize ‘“‘squirrel languaze,”’ and 
it usually is passed off as the 
cry or song of an unidentified 
bird. . Both fox and gray squir- 
rels utter similar sounds, and 
the hunter who is familiar with 
the ‘‘cherks"' and ‘‘clacks”’ has 
a much better chance of suc- 
cess than the one who ignores 
these vocal efforts 

The split season on squirrels 
in Missouri will begin at sun- 
rise, May 15. It will run to 
June 15. The season will re- 
open Aug. 15 and will end Nov 
30. Legal shooting hours will 
be between sunrise and sunset 
and the daily bag and _ pos- 
session limit will be six. 

In the past, the season did 
not open until July 1. The 
spring ‘“‘crop’’ by then was full- 
grown and it was difficult to 
distinguish the ‘‘fryers’’ from 
those which were mature and 
possibly several vears of age. 
Gray squirrels are believed to 
live as long as 10 Years and 
the fox squirrels from four to 
eight years. There are two 
mating periods each vear and 
the litters are born in March 
and April and July and August.

The May 15 opening will co- 
incide with ripe mulberries, 
and the bushytails will travel 
long distances to gorge them- 
selves on this fruit. Later, 
when corn is in the milk stage, 
_ the rows adjacent to the woods 
are used for food. Buds, seeds 
and tender twigs are part of 
the food supply for early 
spring. Where water is not to 
be found, these animals gnaw 
away the outer bark on the 
root of a maple, elm or some 
other sap-producing tree and 
they will drink from this 
source. An adult gray squir- 
rel will consume about two 
pounds of food each week, and 
an adequate range must pro- 
vide 100 pounds of food to sup- 
port one squirrel, according 
to Charles W. Schwartz. bi- 
ologist of the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission. 

Most of this supply of food is 
derived from eight important 
staple food sources. These are 
pecan (in the lowlands), wal- 
nut, hickory, gum, elm, mul- 
berry, oak and field corn. 
Stored nuts and acorns are 
community property and bur- 
fed nuts are located by a keen 
sense of smell. 

This winter, in the front yard, 
within a few feet of the front 
patio, nuts from several pig- 
nut hickories fell, but, because 
of their proximity to the house, 
they were not molested. Re- 
cently, however, a half-dozen 
gray squirrels are busily car- 
rying them away each morning 
and burying them farther back 
in the woods.

No doubt, the food supply of 
the 15 acres of adjoining woods 
had been used up and hunger 
caused the squirrels to come 
within a few yards of the house 
for this unused food supply. 
The hulls are cleaned from the 
nut in a twinkling and the un- 
sound ones are discarded in- 
stantly. Occasionally, one of 
the squirrels will climb the 
hickory tree with a nut in its 
mouth, select a fair-sized limb, 
“rare’’ back on its tail, hold 
the nut with its front feet, and 
quickly chip away the shell 
and eat the nut meat. Soon it is 
back on the ground carrying 
away the remains of last sea- 
son's nut crop. 

Mid-May and early June are 
ideal squirrel hunting months. 
Some prefer a dog to “‘tree”’ 
the bushytail, while others pre- 
fer to “‘still’” hunt. Each meth- 
od has its advantages. Many 
hunters will use a load of No. 
6 shot in the shotgun, while the 
.22 caliber rifle is favored by 
those who think it more sport- 
ing to kill clean or miss en- 
tirely. In the Ozarks, dating 
back to pioneer days, it has 
been customary to harvest a 
“mess of fryers’’ when the 
squirrels are young and tender. 
Rolled lightly in flour and 
fried gently in bacon drippings 
and butter, they are food fit 
for a king. Add a bow! of 
“ream (sawmill) gravy made 
in the skillet in which the 
squirrels were fried, plus a 
pan of buttermilk biscuits and 
nobjle trenchermen will sing 
your praises as a chef worthy 
of the cordon bleu!

LOS ANGELES, April 12 (UPI) 
—Don Jordan, former welter- 
weight champion, was called 
back to the witness stand today 
for cross examination by the 
prosecution in the extortion trial 
_of underworld boxing czar 
Frankie Carbo and four others. 

Jordan, who lost his crown 
last May to Benny (Kid) Paret, 
testified for the defense yester- 
day that former fight promoter | 
Jackie Leonard and Jackie Mc- 
Coy were his undercover man- 
agers when he won the title in 
December 1958. 

Leonard was the government's 
chief witness in the trial involv- 
ing? charges that Carbo, Frank 
(Blinky) Palermo, Truman Gib- 
son Jr., Joseph Sica and Louis 
Tom Dragna tried to muscle in 
on Jordan’s earnings. 


Leonard denied earlier in the 
trial he had anything to do with 
managing Jordan of Los Angeles. 

Jordan, clad in a sweater and 
slacks, said neither Leonard nor 
McCoy was listed as his manager 
w'th the state athletic commis- 
sicn. His manager of record was 
Don Nesseth, but he testified the 
two other men helped guided his 
ring career. 

“Leonard told me he would get 
me a title bout if I beat Ortega,” 
he said, referring to Gaspar. 
Ortega whom he defeated before | 
getting a crack at the crown.

The king did 
not appear as the hearts were 
led. 

Still faced with a club loser, 
declarer vetoed the idea of an 
immediate club finesse. He first 
cashed the A-K of diamonds and 
then played all his trumps, This 
reduced his hand to three cards, 
all clubs.

Your 9-Day Diet 


WHY JUST HOVER AROUND a good figure? If a woman 
fs only five or 10 pounds too much, she is apt to drift without 
doing anything about it. Yet just this much can make the 
difference between only a fair figure and a lovely one. It 
seems especially too bad since she can lose this much weight 
in such a short time. 


Many women wonder whether they can make some 
substitutions if there is some food they do not like. The 
answer is yes. However, be certain to substitute in the same 
category. In other words, do not substitute a vegetable for 
meat or a soft drink for fruit juice. 


Also be sure that your substitution is in the same category 
@o far as calories are.concerned. Some vegetables and fruits 
have more calories than others. My ‘9-Day Diet’’ booklet 
gives you help with substitutions. 

Women ask, too, if they should exercise on the nine-day 
diet. You can lose the pounds without the exercises, but if 
you wish to tone up the muscles while you do so, try this:

Arthur Godfrey Tells of Gains in Cancer War 


Relates His Experiences, Points Out 85,000 More Persons a Year Could Be Saved by Early Diagnosis, Treatment 


Two years ago TV star Arthur 
Godfrey underwent surgery for 
lung cancer. Now honorary 
education chairman of the 
American Cancer Society's cur- 
rent crusade, Godfrey tells 
about his own bout with the 
disease, about progress against 
lung cancer and ahout what 
rémains to be done to cut the 
cancer death rate.

I WAS IN HAWAII doing a te!- 
ecast when I first noticed the 
pain. It wasn’t severe or steady; 
but it made me uneasy. I decid- 
ed it was heart. So whenever it 
got out of hand, I'd dive into the 
Waikiki surf, swim out, and tell 
myself: “If it’s a coronary, 
okay, let it come now.” 

Since it didn’t, 1 changed my 
diagnosis to gas pressure. 

Back home, the doctor did not 
agree. His diagnosis was based 
on X-rays. After he examined 
them and me, he gave me the 
verdict. 

It was the kind of verdict no- 
body wants. 

As the doctor spoke, the lights 
went out in Godfrey’s great big 
beautiful world. 

It would have been easier if 
I'd known more about cancer— 
if I'd known then what I know 
today—that there are now, here 
in the United States. well over 
1,000,000 people who also once 
heard the diagnosis, cancer, and, 
after treatment, lived on to hear 
the doctor say: ‘‘Well, you've 
passed the five-year checkup. 
Guess we can both relax.”’ 

I hope to hear those words, 
too—three years from now. Be- 
cause it’s just two years ago 
that I underwent surgery for a 
cancer in the left lung. The 
doctor says I’m in fine shape. 
There’s no trace of cancer in 
me. But a patient is consid- 
ered cured only when there 
has been no recurrence of the 
disease for five years after 
treatment. 


Like everybody else, I was 
scared of cancer. What I didn’t 
know was that the fear is worse 
than the reality. Once the tumor 
is there, inside you, all that mat- 
tersjis getting rid of it. You're 
in mortal combat. I was lucky. 
God and science saved. my life. 
Family, friends and the TV pub- 
lic saved my morale, 

The avalanche of letters that 
poured in Som well wishers bol- 
stered me — especially in those 
moments after the last visitor 
had left—and the old, gnawing 
fear started scratching at the 
door. Those letters also made 
me realize that many of my cor- 
respondents were worried that 
they, too, might have cancer. 
Since my operation was front 
page news—some called it the 
‘‘slice heard around the world” 
—they thought I knew the an- 
swers, which, of course, I didn’t. 

But I acquired an education in 
the days and months after sur- 
gery; involuntarily at first, it 
became an education I| con- 
sciously pursued when I recov- 
ered. For years I’d been active 
in the fight against cancer. But 
now I wanted to know funda- 
mental facts. , 

What I found out is hopeful in 
the extreme. I want to share 
this knowledge with the public, 
because it may help other peo- 
ple face.the ordeal of cancer if 
they must—and escape it, if they 
can. Many thousands of lives 
could be saved if more people 
knew the facts about cancer 
cure and prevention. To help 
spread these facts is the pur- 
pose of this article. 

First, what did the hospital 
teach me? It exposed me to 
the miracle of modern medi- 
cine. Surgery, followed by ra- 
diation, saved me—as, I later 
learned,, they now save 170,000 
cancer patients a year. Sep- 
arately, or in combination, these 
are the only methods for curing 
cancer. Hormones and drugs 
are sometimes used to check a 
cancerous growth temporarily, 
or even to reduce the size of 
the tumor. They are immensely 
beneficial in extending life. But 
as yet they do not permanently 
destroy the malignancy which is 
cancer. 

My advice? Get a checkup— 
get one every year, even if 
you have nothing wrong, and if 
you suspect cancer—if you have 
one of its seven warning signals 
for more than two weeks—see 
your doctor without delay. It 
may not be cancer at all. But 
if it is, the sooner it’s treated, 


the better your chance for full 
recovery. Keep away from 
quacks, fake remedies and home 
remedies. Only surgery or ra- 
diation can cure you. 

Second, what did my reading 
and interviews teach me? As of 
April 1, 1961, there were over 
1,500,000 people in the United 
States cured of cancer—men, 
women, children. 

That’s another thing I learned. 
Cancer can strike at any age. 
It often hits hardest at the 
young and defenseless. More 
children die of cancer than of 
any other disease; in half the 
cases they die of a cancer called 
leukemia. 

The third thing I learned was 
that this most dreaded type of 
cancer is, from a research point 
of view, the most hopeful. A 
number of scientists believe that 
the big breakthrough in cancer 
contro] may come in leukemia. 
Some believe that this cancer 1s 
virus-caused. Viruses have been 
used to produce leukemia in 
mice, and also to make mice im- 
mune to leukemia. 

Will we ever be able to vac- 
cinate our children against leu- 
kemia, as we how do against 
polio? 

The experts are hopeful—but 
guarded. They say: If drugs and 
vaccines are found which can 
cure Or prevent any cancers, 
they will succeed first in leu- 
kemia, and lymphomas. The 
latter include Hodgkins disease, 
lymphosarcoma and all cancers 
of the lymphatic system. Patients 
with lymphomas often lead nor- 
mal lives for years. 

“The first great breakthrough 
in determining the cause of can- 
cer will probably come from the 
research in leukemia.” That’s 
what Dr. Wendell G. Scott of St. 
Louis, expert in clinical radio- 
logy and an American Cancer 
Society director, says. His view 
is shared by a number of top 
men in the scientific community. 


An increasing number of sci- 
entists. now believe that it will 
eventually be possible to pro- 
duce vaccines to mobilize the 
body’s defenses against can- 
cer. When? Maybe in one year, 
in 10 years, in 25, Nobody 
knows the date. But everybody 
knows that money for research 
can help advance the date. 


It cost millions to develop. the 
drugs and treatments that are 
now adding precious months and 
years of life to children who 
otherwise would die swiftly from 
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ARTHUR GODFREY 


leukemia, The search for drugs 
goes on—to treat leukemia and 
the many other types of cancer 
—for cancer is not one disease, 
but actually an ugly family of 
related diseases. New 
pounds for treating the various 
types of cancer are being tested 
at the rate of 40,000 a year. 

The American Cancer Society 
currently devotes to leukemia- 
related research alone, almost 
$2,000,000. Is it worth it? Ask any 
father or mother whose child is 
stricken with leukemia. 

Like most people, I'd always 
thought of cancer as a disease 
that happens to the ‘other fel- 
low’’—until it happened to me.

Often there 
will be as many as 50 small 
birds working busily over the 
twigs or along the branches. Al- 
most always, several varieties 
will be represented, and of these 
a few like the redstart can be 
quickly and accurately identified 
by some especially distinctive 
marking or a bit of song that 
is unmistakable. 


As for the rest, the problem 
is made immensely more dif- 
ficult because the little rascals 
are never quiet for more than 
a second.

DEAR DR. MOLNER: My father is 73, has been a hard- 
working farmer, but six months ago the doctor diagnosed him 
as having Parkinson’s Disease.

and wants to stop taking 
the pills. Does nicotinic 
acid affect eyesight, and 
should he cut down on the 
pills?

I have never experi- 
enced any problem of 
nicotinic acid impair- 
ing eyesight, and the 
drug is one of several 
which is being used for 
Parkinsonism, The 
dosage which you 
mentioned in your

sponsible fer the disturbed eyesight. Your doctor 
would be the best judge as to whether to try an 
altered medication, or seek whatever causes may be 
behind the eye trouble. 

MOLNER: I am 30 and have never used a 
razor to shave (I’m a woman) but I must use manicure 
scissors to cut the hair on upper lip and chin. I cannot 
use a depilatory as my skin stays red for a long time after- 
ward, I must do something, Having the hairs removed would 
be too expensive.

Removing each hair by electrolysis is the one 
permanent method, If you didn’t want to undergo 
the expense of having them all removed, you might 
have them done a little at a time, or perhaps have 
the ones that are most prominent removed. 

There is no reason why you should not shave them. 
Shaving does not, as so many people believe, make 
them grow in heavier, any more than having a haircut 
makes the hair grow heavier or faster. The thickness 
of the hair is determined well below the surface of the 
skin, and hence below the level at which shaving could 
affect it. One suggestion that might be worth consider- 
ing is rubbing with a blotk of pumice stone—that is, 
actually wearing away the amount of hair growth 
every day.
